CAIRO, May 25—(Sunday— 
(AP). —Long-range Royal Air 
Force fighters and bombers, 
once again helping Britain’s 
army in the bitter battle for 
Crete, smashed today at Ger- 
man parachutists still drop- 
ping on the island. 

How the battle would go still 
could not be determined as the 
fighting went into the sixth day, 
but unofficial reports indicated 
some improvement in the defend- 
ers’ positions since the R. A. F. re- 
entered the fray. 

The situation throughout Crete 
still wag serious for the British, 
Australian, New Zealand and

Bases 450 Miles Away. 

Equipping some of the gwar 
as fighters was necessary because 
Crete is out of range of ordinary 
fighters operating from such bases 
in Egypt, 450 or more miles from 
Malemi., 

These planes made no attempt 
to land on Crete. Their assault 
followed up bombings of airports 
in Greece and a base on the island |

using as hopping off places.

LONDON, May 24' (AP).— 
The 42,100-ton battle cruiser 
Hood, largest warship in the 
world, was blown to bits in the 
waters between Greenland and 
Iceland today by the new 
35,000-ton German battleship 
Bismarck. | 

The Admiralty, in announe- 
ing this largest single naval 
loss the British navy has suf- 
fered since the war began, at- 
tributed it to an ‘‘ unlucky hit’’ 
In a@ munitions magazine and 
expressed fear that the Hood’s 
total complement of more ‘than 
1300 men had been. killed, 

The 35,000-ton Bismarek re- 
ceived damage and tonight is 
fleeing, pursned by the remain- 
ing British warships, the an- 
nouncement said. 

The Hood . cost $30,000,000 to 
build and $2,225,000 a year to main- 
tain, 

The German high command, 
which was tie first to announce 
the destruction of the Hood in a 
special communique, placed the 
scene off Iceland and said the 
Bismarck ahd all the other Ger- 
man forces emerged from the bat- 
tle virtually unscathed and contin- 
ued their Atlantic operations. A 
British battleship was forced to 
withdraw, the-Germans said. 

Greenland, protection of which 
has been assumed by the United 
States, and Iceland, now under 
British occupation, are separated 
by a 250-mile stretch of water, the 
Strait of Denmark. It was appar- 
ently somewhere near the mouth 
of this strait, on the edge of the 


Western Hemisphere, that the bat- 
tle occurred. 


British Communique. 

The brief British communique 
shocked the Empire during cele- 
bration of the 122d anniversary of 
Queen -Victoria’s birth. It said: 

“British naval forces intercept- 
ed early this morning off the coast 
of Greenland German naval forces, 
including the battleship Bismarck. 

“The enemy were attacked, and 
during the ensuing action H. M. 8. 
Hood (Capt. R. Kerr) wearing the 
flag of Viee Admiral L. HE. Hol- 
land, received an unlucky hit in a 
magazine and blew up. 

“The Bismarck has received 
damage and the pursuit of the en- 
emy continues. 

“It is feared there will be few 
survivors from H. M. 8. Hood.”

here. 

The Hood is Britain's second 
capital ship loss since the war 
began, the old battleship Royal 
Oak having been destroyed by a 
submarine torpedo at Scapa Flow 
Oct. 14, 1939. Guenther Prien, com- 
mander of the U-boat which sank 
the Royal Oak, has since become a 
war casualty himself. 

At that time Germans declared 
the Hood also might have been hit, 
but the British denied it. Ever 
since, German propaginda, later 
supported by that of Italy, had the 
Hood “sunk” or “badly P 
numerous times. The British al- 
ways denied or ignored the asser- 
tions. 

There was speculation in Lon- 
don as to whether the damaged 
Bismarck would be able to get 
home, the nearest German naval 
bases fit to handle such a ship 
being 1400 miles or more distant. 


Hope te Get Bismarck Yet. 


Even assuming no loss in speed, 
this would give th® British fleet 
two or three days in which to run 
down the Bismarck, 

Britain still has 15 capital ships, 
13 battleships and two battle 
cruisers, having commissioned two, 
the King George V and the Prince 
of Wales, since the war began. 

Germany lost one of its three 
pocket-battleships, the Admiral 
Graf Spee, in the December, 1939, 
battle of Montevideo, and the Brit- 
ish say the Nazi battleships Gnei- 
senau and Scharnhorst lie crippled 
by bombs at Brest. But the Ger- 
mans still have at least two other 
battleships, Bismarck and Tirpitz, 
and two pocket battleships pre- 
sumably in service. 

Destruction of the Hood appar- 
ently leaves Japan as principal 
claimant to the “largest warship” 
title, its Nissin and Takamatu of 
something more than 40,000 tons 
having been either recently com- 
missioned or scheduled to be soon. 


Two 35,000 battleships, the North 
Carolina and the Washington, have 
recently been launched by the 
United States and are scheduled 
to be commissioned within a few 
months.

of a cruiser. Here was a ship that 
could lie in line against dread- 
naughts and also run down fast, 
light cruisers that preyed on com-

But this was achieved at high 
cost as may be seen by a compari- 
son between the Queen Elizabeth 
and the Hood. The two ships car- 
ried the same armament, had al- 
most the same armor and equal 
radius of action. But the Hood’s 
powerful engines developed 144,000 
horsepower for a speed of 32 knots 
as compared to the Queen Eliza- 
beth’s 75,000 horsepower for 25 
knots, The Queen Elizabeth dis- 
placed 21,000 tons and the Hood 
42,000.

TOURED WORLD AS 
SYMBOL OF MIGHT

To the cheers of a proud nation, 
the British battle cruiser Hood, 
an Admiral’s pennant fiying from 
her highest staff and her mighty 
guns glistening in the sunlight, slid 
out to sea from Glasgow, Scot- 
land, March 5, 1920, as a symbol 
of Great Britain’s mastery of the 
seas. 

For 21 years this 42,100-ton nt 
toured the sea lanes of the World, 
She visited the far-flung ports of 
the British Empire on missions 
‘that made for empire solidarity 
and she visited the ports of many 
other nations as an emissary of 
good will and a reminder of Brit- 
ain’s might. 

From the day she first took to 
water until 1935, Capt. F. T. B. 
Tower was her commanding of- 
ficer and for many years she flew 
the pennant of Rear Admiral 8S. R. 


visited South America and in 1 
she proudly sailed through the 
Golden Gate and dropped anchor 
at San Francisco. 

Her visit to San ciseo, in 
addition to giving cans their 
first look at the largest fighting 
ship in the world, was marked by 
nation-wide interest in the ques- 
tion of whether the recéption 
would be “wet or dry.” . 
Prohibition was the law in those 
days and the Hood, in the tradi- 
tion of the British navy, carried 
her full supply of rum.

Neith- 
er was seriously damaged, al- 
though both later were dry-docked 
for repairs, but the repercussions 
from the incident was of world- 
wide interest. 


For the first time since the 
World War, a high ranking se 
navy officer was court-martialed. 
In traditional style, Rear Admiral 
Bailey went before the naval court 
and submitted his sword. 


The evidence was heard and 
after the court had deliberated 
Bailey returned to the courtroom 
to find his sword on the table, its 
hilt pointed toward him—a sign 
that the court had acquitted him 
of having hazarded two great: 
ships. 


Capt. H. R. Sawbridge of the 
Renown was found guilty and re- 
lieved of his command. Later, the 
Navy Supreme Court reversed the 
decision and returned Capt. Saw- 
bridge to his command. 


During the Spanish civil war the 
Hood was on almost constant pa- 
trol off the Spanish coast and in 
‘the Gibraltar area and more than 
once ran the Spanish blockade in 
defiance of possible consequences. 

From the start of the present 
war until she dipped her colors 
beneath the waters between Green- 
land and Iceland, ‘the Hood was 
frequently in the news with Axis 
announcements telling of

Whether the .Hood ever was 
damaged as reported from time to

The correspondence between 
Wallace and Donnell on the Pier- 
gon case was made known by the 
Governor on inquiry by the corre- 
spondent today. In his letter Wal- 
lace said that John Pierson, a 
brother of Ralph, was to call on 
the Gevernor concerning “execu- 
tive clemency” for Ralph Pierson, 
but Gov.

WASHINGTON, May 24 (AP).— 
The defense drive in the United 
States was a year old today, with 
William S. Knudsen, the director 
of production, asserting that air- 
plane deliveries had increased 400 
per cent in that period, 1625 new 
industrial projects had been start- 
ed and $15,200,000,000 worth of or- 
ders placed. 

With the nation’s factories now 
swinging into mass production of 
planes, tanks and guns, it was ap- 
parent, too, that the defense pro- 
gram was also taking on new di- 
rections and objectives. Just where 
it goes from this point may be in- 
dicated by President Roosevelt in 
a long-awaited fireside chat Tues- 
day night. 

What he plans to say is, of 
course, a secret, but millions will 
be at their radios listening intently 
for any indication of his views on 
the convoy issue, civilian defense 
and the question of repealing the 
Neutrality Act, a proposal that 
has had strong support from two 
members of his Cabinet—Secre- 
taries Knox and Stimson. 

Load Spread Over Country. 

Knudsen said of the defense 
program that every effort had 
been made to “spread the load 
over the United States and practi- 
cally every state in the union has 
shared in the facilities, contracts 
or subcontracts.” 

“We have made a start, and 
production should increase with 
every month from now on. We 
are not by any means satisfied 
with the progress made to date. 

“We need the help of every man-

ufacturer, engineer and produc- 
‘tion worker to get this industrial 
machine speeded up to its high- 
est efficiency. We ask the sup- 
port of this defense program from 
evrey citizen of the United 
States.”

One of the newest developments 
of the program igs scheduled for 
Monday however, a national nutri- 
tion conference for defense to be 
held under the direction of Paul 
V. McNutt, the Federal ‘Security 
Administrator. About 40 delegates 
are expected to attend the three- 
day session.

How much responsibility should 
the Government assume and what 
should be the national economic 
policy with respect to nutrition? 
How best can the related problems 
of undernutrition and farm sur- 
pluses be solved? How can Amer- 
ica send Britain the food it needs 
and, at the same time, give Amer- 
ican families an adequate diet? 

Another new development is the 
creation of the Office of Home 
Defense under Mayor Fiorello H. 
LaGuardia of New York City. Its 
task will be to train civilians in 


the protection of life, property and 
strategic points such as bridges

They did their job so well that 
when Germany attacked Greece 
and the collapse of the Greek 
army appeared certain they re- 
ceived orders to get to Crete sur- 
reptitiously, but as quickly as pos- 
sible.

King George II of Greece is 
guarded by a small group of vol- 
unteers who have taken an oath to 
die rather than let a hostile hand 
be placed on him, the pilot said, 

Although Crete in the past has 
been a stronghold of Republican 
sentiment, the King now. personi- 
fies the Cretans’ own fierce deter- 
mination to maintain their free- 
dom, he said. 


A few of them actually got away

For the past month they have

Another officer stationed on 
Crete for moriths told me how the |

Come in Small Boats. 

“Since the invasion of Greece be- 
gan,” he explained, “small Greek | 
caiques have been arriving daily | 
at dozens of small out-of-the-way | 
coves on the island. They are 
filled with refugees of all kinds— 
Rumanian, Yugoslavs, Bulgarians, 
Greeks and even some British— 
from 10 to 50 in a boat. 

“Most lost all their papers, mak- 
ing it impossible to check on their 
nationality or their right to 
refuge. 

“Furthermore, in the beginning 
our force was not large enough to 
| patrol the entire coastline and keep 
watch on every cove. Later all 
our efforts were concentrated on 
WD \crctccties of the main harbors 
during the troop evacuation from 
| Greece. 


| “We know that in every boat- 
load of these refugees there was 
at least two or three German 
| agents—which added up to hun- 
dreds of them altogether.” 

Along with other newspapermen, 
I was frequently arrested and 
questioned on suspicion of being 
one of those German agents while 
I remained in Crete. 


How Agents Worked, 


Meanwhile, real agents kept out 
of military centers, concentrating 
their work in outlying districts— 
those same districts where this 
week swarms of Germans landed 
by air. © 

I know of one woman who near- 
ly was caught by British intelli- 
gence officers in Greece on sus- 
picion of espionage, but she man- 
aged to flee their grasp by taking 
off from the Greek mainland in a 
small boat. 

I saw her later in Crete, wander- 
ing around Canea—one ‘of the 
places the Germans this week tried 
to capture. 

During the military evacuation 
of Greece there was no time for 
the careful checking of credentials 
of those embarking, thus giving 
plenty of opportunity for German 
agents who had not already gone 
south to slip out with troops and 
a motley assortment of refugees of 
a dozen nationalities. 

In some cases Greek boatmen 
unwittingly transported these

But the British themselves, in 
private conversations, made accu- 
sations that in other cases Greek 
traitors were in on the plot, some 
of them accepting large fees for 
smuggling Nazi undercover men to 
Crete and others doing it in return 
for immunity when the Germans 
took over Greece.

‘What 
they will do eventually depends on 
three things: Money, display of 
force, acceptable and genuine 
pledges regarding the status of the 
Arab countries when the war is 
over. 

The money war is going strong. 
But at present it is the display of 
force the Arabs are watching—the 
battle of the British Empire and 
Greater Germany for the posgses- 
sion of Crete.

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Former Envoy Declares U. S. Needs Facts 
Not Slogans and Points to Strength 
of Nation’s Position, 


ATLANTA, Ga., May 24 (AP).— 
Joseph P. Kennedy, former United 
States Ambassador to Great Brit- 
ain, said tonight that this country 
should not become a belligerent 
“Just because we hate Hitler and 
love Churchill.” .. | 

“Facts are what. the country 
neéds, not slogans,” he said.in an 
address at Oglethorpe University’s 
commencement exercises. “What is 
the state of our own defense? 
What can we do if we declare war? 
Where will we land troops? What 
about Japan? What will be the 
result of declaring war in terms 
of our ability to help England? 

“The people who must suffer 
and give up their lives are entitled 
to know all the facts before their 
judgment can be won to the inter- 
ventionist cause. It is a mockery 
of liberty to withhold from demo- 
cratic people the essential facts 
upon which this, the most’ awful 
decision of our times, must be 
based. We must have the complet- 
est candor; we must have the full- 
est disclosure; we must have the 
freest debate.” 

Kennedy said he was “particu- 
larly unimpressed by the hysteria 
which I suspect is. consciously 
stimulated by the idea that we are 
in danger of military attack.” 

This country was so situated, he 
said, that “a direct attack on us 
would require an armada mightier 
than the power of man could cre- 
ate.” 

“We have gone to the aid of 
Britain not only because we believe 
their cause to be just,” he said, 


“but because the American stake 
in the present war is the precious 
element of time. But as a nation 
we should not let our aid to Brit- 
ain become the argument for direct 
involvement.” 


The former Ambassador, who re- 
called that when he resigned he 
said he hoped to assist President 
Roosevelt “in his oft-proclaimed 


desire to stay out of war,” asserted 
that although a British victory 
would ‘be helpful from the view- 
point of this country’s foreign 
markets, it was “nonsense” to say 
that an Axis victory spelled ruin, 


“From 90 to 95 per cent of our 
trade is internal,” he said, “... I¢ 
worse came to worse, we could 
gear ourselves to an intelligent, 
self-contained national economy 
and still enjoy a fair degree of 
prosperity. ' 

“But that ‘worst’ must never be 
permitted to include Axis domina- 
tion—social, economic or military 
—of any spot in the Western 
Hemisphere, . . . In my definition 
of the Western Hemisphere I in- 
clude, I wish to add, any island 
which is considered by our mili- 
tary experts to be a threat to our 
security if the Axis powers possess 
or dominate it.” 


He urged the graduates not to 
be deluded into a false sense of 
security because of employment in 
the American war machine. 


“When that machine slows 
down, as inevitably it will, you and 
your generation must face a stag- 
gering task,” he said.

To the Arabs, Crete, like Eng- 
land, is an island stronghold. The 
Arabs have accepted the explana- 
tions given for Allied and British 
difficulties in Norway and France. 
They accept the explanation of 
shortage of materials in the Greek 
and Libyan campaigns. Now they 
are immensely interested to see 
whether the Germans, without a 
fleet, can take Crete—an island. 

In Iraq, both Britain and Ger- 
many are concentrating on the 
display of force. The balance is 
fairly even so far. If the British 
take over Syria and keep the Ger- 
mans out of Crete the chances 
are good that the Iraq rebellion 
will peter out. 

The third possible item which 
would influence the Arab nations 
has not entered the picture, ex- 
cept for vague Nazi propaganda 
promises. From Britain has come 
no public pledge of a new deal for 
the Arabs after the war, no prom- 
ise that the Palestine problem will 
be settled satisfactorily for the 
Arabs. At this time, no such 
pledges are expected from Britain, 
for, coming now, they would be 
regarded by the Arabs as formu- 
lated under duress and considered 
as signs of weakness. | 

View on U. 8. Guarantee. 

On the other hand, there are 
long-time residents here who feel 
that a new-deal pledge for the 
Arabs would carry weight in the 
Near East if guaranteed by the 
United’ States—recognized here as 
without imperial ambitions. 

The belief exists here that. the 
dispute of long standing, Pales- 
tine, never has been settled be-| 
cause of British reluctance to risk 
antagonizing American Jewry. The 
suggestion is current in circles 
here hoping for British victory 
Jewry and the 
United States Government could, 
perhaps, swing the balance of 
Arab favor to the British—conse- 
quently against Germany—by try- 
ing now for a definite solution of 
the Palestine question. 

Meanwhile, the Arab world of

Assembly Votes to Accept 
Voluntary Gifts but As- 
sume No Financial Re- 


sponsibility as Church. 


The position of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States of 
America toward its communicants 
who are conscientious objectors to 
war was established yesterday by 
its 158rd General Assembly at Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium after a debate 
on the floor touching on the indi- 


vidual’s right of religious freedom 
in times of national Stress. 

The assembly, which resumes de- 
liberations tomorrow, affirmed the 
right of expression of & conscien- 
tious objector by voting to encour- 
age voluntary contributions for 
Presbyterian conscientious objec- 
tors in Federal work camps and 
by petitioning the Government to 
fufnish them with food, clothing 
and shelter. 

A debate efisued after the Rev. 
Dr. William Barrow Pugh, of 
Philadelphia, stated’ clerk of the 
assembly, reported that the Gov- 
ernment had refused to support 14 
of 15 conscientious objectors in 
Federal work camps who had no 
other means of support. Alto- 
gether, he said, he had received 
504 written statements from Pres- 
byterian conscientious objectors, 
as required by the assembly, rep- 
resenting 88 from ministers, 372 
from laymen and 44 from women. 

Pugh’s Proposal. 

Dr. Pugh, whose suggestion was 
finally adopted, recommended that 
the church should not assume fi- 
nancial responsibility for objectors 
in camp but recognize its interest 
in them by accepting voluntary 
contributions at the assembly of- 
fices in Philadelphia.

The outcome of an election is de- 
pendent upon the attitude of the 
other 30 per®cent of the voters, 
who may be characterized as inde- 
pendents.

“In 1932 and 1936 the Democratic 
party received the support of the 
independent voters of the country 
who had come to doubt the trust- 
worthiness or desirability of fur- 
ther Republican rule.

Constantin Fotitch, the Yugoslav 
Minister, delivered a note to Sec- 
retary of State Hull today inform- 
ing him that Yugoslavia protests 
against the establishment of the 
“Kingdom of Crotia.”

The Duty of a Senator.’ 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N a recent letter, signed E. G. Hamil- 

ton, your correspondent complained 
that Senator Harry S. Truman has said: 

“I can ofily say that my vote on the 
subject of convoys, as on any other sub- 
ject, will be influenced entirely by what I 
consider the good of the nation and not 
governed by threats, pleas or political 
considerations.” 

This statement of the junior Senator 
from Missouri is not only enlightening 
to E. G. Hamilton, as he admitted, but 
is historically sound. The founders of 
our Republic plainly indicated by the 
sort of Constitution they adopted that 
a representative in Congress was not 
“pledged to speak for the majority of his 
eonstituents.” 

It is a truism that once a Representa- 
tive or a Senator is elected, he should 
represent all of the people, and his vote 
should be influenced by consideration for 
the good of all the people. 

An eminent writer on the subject of 
government, and one not without actual 
experience in the field of practical poli- 
‘tics, said: 

“Our is a representative government. 
It is not a direct democracy, where laws 
are made, changed or interpreted by the 
passing waves of sentiment. The people, 
by electfig men of outstanding leader- 
ship as their representatives, fulfill the 
best form of government, and these men 
are the representatives, not of transient 
moods, but of the general principles and 
temper of the people who have sent 
them. 

“Hence, representatives should not be 
instructed in matters of detail, but should 
be trusted to act according to their own 
conscience and judgment, sometimes in 
opposition to the mood or opinions of 
their constituency. The final test of 
their representative character is in the 
willingness or refusal of their constitu- 
ency to return them to office.” 

Even a casual reading of the debates 
in the Constitutional Convention should 
satisfy anyone who wants to be right in 
such matters of the correctness of this 
view. Wherever we have departed from 
this standard, our government has been 
weakened. By once more adhering to 
this principle, it can be strengthened and 
made to work successfully.

WHAT KIND OF "ARMY 2 

Gen. George C. Marshall, Army Chiet of Statf, 5S 
spring asked the House Military Appropriations, Sub- 
committee to provide funds for an army of 4,318,000. 

Soon after, the Appropriations Committee rec- 
ommended to the House an additional preparedness 
outlay of more than four billion dollars, to include 
funds for new plant capacity sufficient to supply a 
4,000,000-man army “on a combat status.” — 

The Office of Production Management, it was re- 
ported in Washington a féw days ago, is advocating 
an appropriation increase of four or five billions in 
order to equip an army of 4,000,000. 

So it is clear that a fighting force of this gi- 
gantic size is being seriously considered by Wash- 
ington officials. Before the momentous step is taken, 
however, the American people are entitled to a few 
commonsense facts in reply to the question, What 
kind, of army should we have? 

One answer is given in our Mirror of Public Opin- 
ion today, by the leading military expert in Congress 
—Representative Ross A. Collins of Mississippi. 

His answer is against an army of 4,000,000. Great 
mass armies are ineffective in modern war, Mr. 


| Collins says. The United States cannot give ade- 


quate training to such a vast force as is contemplat- 
ed, he asserts, nor:can it equip the men properly. 
What he strongly urges is a powerful, compact 
mechanized force, hard-hitting and of great mobility. 

This is not a new idea on the part of the Mississip- 
pi Representative. He was urging extensive use of 
tanks and armored-cars by the United States army 
years before the Nazis proved in their European 
conquests how mechanized forces could crush the 
old-style mass armies. Because his prophecies have 
been so amazingly fulfilled, this authority’s words 
now are entitled to a respectful Hearing. : 

Mr. Collins in past years has criticised unsparingly 
the obsolete ideas of some American military lead- 
ers. Now, he says, many of them are not thinking 
in terms of modern war. They are planning a huge 
body of men, armed with rifles and mostly traveling 
on foot. Only two mechanized divisions are project- 
ed by the War Department, in addition to the two 
already in existence. Under the present system, 
Collins charges, “we will never get a real army.” 

This is an issue vital to national defense. It is an 
issue that has nothing to do with the debate be- 
tween interventionists and non-interventionists. No 
matter if the new army is to fight in Europe, in 
Latin America or on our own soil, it must be an effi- 
cient, modern army to be any match for the Panzer 
divisions that it will encounter. . 

Mr. Collins has received strong support from other 
authorities. Hanson W. Baldwin, military corre- 
spondent of the New York Times, makes the follow- 
ing points in his new book, “United We Stand!”: 


Combat effectiveness has been destroyed, for 
the time at least, by a policy of breaking up reg- 
ular divisions. and scattering them through the 
new army as instruction groups. 

Unless Congress extends the one-year period, 
the National Guard and first draft contingents 
will return to civil life with little or no experi- 
ence in use of modern weapons. 

What we are trying to set up is nothing less 
than a mass army plus a highly mechanized 
army. (Mr. Collins says we must make our 
choice; we cannot have both.) 

Our military leadership is definitely not good. 
Officers arrive too old at high command to en- 
dure the strain of modern war. 

Our deaths and disasters in past wars have 
come largely from throwing masses of semi- 
trained or untrained men into the fight. We 
seem to,be preparing to do the same thing this 
time. 

In an addréss last June, while the Battle of 
France was raging, at a time when plans for an 
American army' of 12,000,000 were being seriously 
discussed in Congress, Ross Collins said: 

Marching men do not frighten anyone in this 
day and age. They are only targets, helpless and 
confused, fit for slaughter. 

It is machinery that is raining desolation and 
death on the British and French armies today. 
It is machinery that every man in France and 
Britain is praying for... . 

There is no reason for us to become jittery 
and hysterical in carrying forward our program 
of preparedness. We must quit letting outmoded 
army and navy officers induce us to sink de- 
fense money in antiquated equipment. 

The people of the country are looking to us to 
supply new and modern weapons, We can do 
our job. ... 

The American people are ready to make any sac- 
rifice asked of them for the sake of national de- 
fense. They are willing to pay high taxes, give up 
many advantages and send their sons into the serv- 
ice. They want to be assured, however, that the 
nation’s safety will be made certain, that alert lead- 
ership will see the country through every hazard that 
may confront it. 

Ross Collins is a harsh critic ot some phases of 
our military leadership. But he is a constructive 
critic, and he offers his plea for mechanization on 
a basis of evidence known to everyone who has read 
a@ newspaper or heard a radio in the last year. 

Shall we have a costly, sprawling, inefficient army 
of 4,000,000? Or a compact, hard-hitting force based 
on mechanization and a much lower but technically 
expert man power? This is the question posed by 
Mr. Collins, a question that must be settled right 
for the sake of our nation’s security. 
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“,. . TO STRENGTHEN THE DEFENSES OF DEMOCRACY.” 

Chief Justice Hughes has spoken to the country 
many times in important Supreme Court opinions, 
but nothing he has said, in our judgment, is more 
fraught with meaning than his address before the 
American Law Institute. He said: 


The lamps of justice are dimmed or have 
wholly gone out in many parts of the earth, but 
these lights are still shining brightly here. It 
is our high privilege, although our task may 
seem prosaic, to strengthen the defenses of de- 
mocracy by commending to public confidence 
and esteem the working of the institutions of 
justice in both state and nation. 


If these words were addressed to lawyers and 
Judges, they are equally applicable with but slight 
change to the rank and file of Americans, 
truth they contain permeate the hearts - the people!

FREEDOM OF THE SEAS. : 

Secretary of the Navy Knox says if we “are to 
keep our self-respect,” we must “recapture a sag 
ciple for which we fought twice, freedom of the seas.” 

If -we are going to enter: the war, let us enter it. 
because think it is vital that England survive, 
or that Germany be defeated. Let us not enter it on 
peripheral arguments about freedom of the seas 
and other principles whose interpretation is highly 
dubious. 

If we enter this war, we wil! not be fighting for 
the abstract principle of freedom of the seas. The 
other day, the British captured a cargo of American 
oil bound for French North Africa, That was a vio- 
lation of freedom of the seas. Yet nobody complained 
about it. If we are interested in freedom of the 
seas, it is only a one-way freedom of the seas. That 
is an expedient, not a principle... 

Nor was our entrance into the World War based 
on a clear-cut issue of freedom of the seas. We 
wrote dozens of notes to both England and Germany 
protesting their interference with our commerce. 
But we did not fight England, and we did not fight 
Germany until she had sunk American ships with 
heavy loss of American lives. We fought Germany 
in retaliation for attacks upon our ships, in which 
the American flag was fired on and American citi- 
zens were killed. 


Before the start of the present war, and just after | 


it started, the American people thought through 
very carefully the problem of freedom of the seas. 
They decided that to try to uphold a principle 


which neither belligerent would respect was not 


worth the sacrifice of involvement in another war in 
Europe. Their decision was reflected in the Neu- 
trality Acts of 1935, 1937 and 1939, It was soundly 
embraced by President Roosevelt. In his cam- 
paign speech at Madison Square Garden last Oct. 
28, he pointed with particular pride to the admin- 
istration’s record of keeping American ships out of 
the war zones. : 

“Was that right?” he asked challengingly, and tu- 
multuous cheers answered him. There seemed to be no 
lost “self-respect” at that stage of the proceedings. 

Secretary Knox, as everyone knows, wants the 
United States to go to war. He will do better hence- 
forth if he will confine himself to straightforward 
reasons for going to war. Let him stop dusting off 
the spurious rationalizations for war which the 
American people and their President and their Con- 
gress have yard ago rejected. 
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MAYOR BECKER GOES TO A BOARD MEETING. : 

Mayor Becker attended a meeting of the trustees 
of the Missouri Botanical Garden the other day, and 
the very fact that he had gone was a news item. 
Why? Because in the 52 years since the garden’s 
board was organized, no St. Louis Mayor had ever 
before attended a meeting, although all Mayors have 
been trustees by virtue of their office. _ 

Mayor Becker has done a perhaps relatively un- 
important thing, and yet it is not without a certain 
significance. The garden which Henry Shaw left 
St. Louis is both a great scientific center and a 
place of widespread popular enjoyment. We are 
glad to see the new Mayor recognize it as the rare 
community asset which it is. May his interest and 
support prove a means to helping Shaw’s Garden 
meet the problems which adverse economic condi- 
tions have forced upon it. 
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SENATOR McREYNOLDS’ CHALLENGE. 

In war, politics and business, defeated forces with 
any reserve of vitality rise up and throw out their 
discredited leaders. If they don’t, they are headed 
for oblivion. 

Senator Allen McReynolds of Carthage sees that 
the time for a complete turnover has come for the 
Democratic party in Missouri. In a sharp call to 
action, he has accused the present party heads of 
having “forfeited the public snark tad and he has 
not hesitated to offer the remedy.

The sinking of the 42,100-ton British battle cruiser, 
Hood, is a spectacular succeas for a branch of Ger- 
man arms that. has not figured very heavily in the 
war to date—the German navy.

Even so, it is a notable victory 
for the smaller German battleship, Bismarck, and a 
blow at the power and prestige of the British navy. 

Fortunately, the Hood was only one of three of 
Britain’s naval behemoths. The Repulse and the 
Renown are afloat, although both have at one time 
or another been damaged and laid up for repairs. 
Behind them the British have a string of battleships 
ranging from 29,000 to 36,000 tons, and an armada 
of aircraft carriers, destroyers, corvettes and cruisers.

T is now. established that the Germans 

who broke the French line at Sedan,

And they seem to be seriously 
planning an eventual army of 4,318,000 men. 

This is all wrong. We don’t need a vast 
army of the World War kind. I don’t see 
how we could make such a huge army effi- 
cient, or how we could make use of it. Few 
of our officers understand modern war. 

But that isn’t the worst of it. We haven’t 
now, and we can’t get for months or years, 
enough modern and essential materiel to 
train and equip a mass army.

Notwithstanding months of tri- 
umphant publicity over the lease 
of eight operating bases in the 


Atlantic and Caribbean, the Navy 


possesses as yet no prime outpost 
in the Atlantic and is compelled 
to base itself on three continental 
establishments along the east 
coast, at Boston, New York and 
Norfolk. 


The projected fleet anchorage at 
Vieques, Puerto Rico, remains far 
from completion. Out of a final 
expenditure of $100,000,000 to pre- 
pare this major advanced position, 
Congress has thus far made ‘avail- 
able only $35,500,000, 


In the Atlantic, at present a 
chief danger spot, is a fleet of 
some 125 vessels, including several 
modern cruisers, two aircraft car- 
riers and a number of destroyers 
and submarines. It is built around 


}the navy’s three oldest battleships, 


New York, Arkansas and Texas, 
none of them capable of standing 
in the first line; and the semi-de- 
militarized training ship, Wyom- 
ing. Incidentally, the Atlantic 
Fleet has no triangulation cam- 
eras for analyzing gunfire, though 
all progress in naval gunnery dur- 
ing the last two decades is credit- 
ed to such equfpment. 


Asiatic Fleet Not Strengthened. 

The Asiatic Fleet, based on the 
Philippines, our outpost nearest 
Japan, has not been strengthened 
during the year. It still consists, 
apparently, of about 25 cruisers, 
with destroyers and submarines, 
as well as a minor force of patrol 


planes, 

Regarding Pearl Harbor, Ha- 
waii, anchorage of the Pacific 
Fleet, the country’s main sea force, 
naval officers have complained to 
congressional committees that the 
channel at the entrance ig so nar- 
row that one big ship, scuttled at 
the right spot, could bottle up 
the entire Pacific Fleet. 

The navy's long-term failure to 
provide adequate protection for 
deck crews against aerial] attack 
has been acknowledged by Secre- 
tary Knox, who pronounced this to 
be “the one real miscalculation 
made by navy officers in the 20 
years of peace.” 

On many of the older warships, 
directors and computers for anti- 
aircraft fire control are still based 
on aviation speeds of 20 years ago. 
An appropriation of $3,200,000 was 
obtained a few weeks ago for 
bringing thése instruments up-to- 
date and installing multiple ma- 
chine guns. 

The six aircraft carriers now in 
commission consist of the Lexing- 
ton and Saratoga, converted 33,000- 
ton cruisers, fast but aging, and 
too unwieldy for successful opera- 
tion; the 14,700-ton Ranger and 
Wasp, small, slow and weakly 


armed; and two modern vessels, 
Yorktown and Enterprise, with a 


displacement of 20,000 tons each. 
26 New Destroyers Landlocked. 
It was testified recently before a 


| Congressional ‘committee that the 


Navy Department let contracts for 
26° modern destroyers to an iron 
factory at Bath, Me., without in- 
forming itself that rocks and pin- 
nacles in the Kennebec River would 
make it hazardous to get these 
deep-draft “young cruisers” out 
to sea. An expenditure of $663,050 
will be needed to remove the obsta- 
cles and dredge a 27-foot channel. 
It is improbable that the last of 


| these 26 destroyers can be delivered 


before the spring of 1944. 

‘ No fortification or armament has 
begun as yet on the bases cover- 
ing our Hawaiian front—namely, 
Samoa, Guam and Wake, Midway, 
Palmyra, Johnson and Canton 
Islands.. Personnel of the naval 
station at Tutuila, Samoa, is cur- 
rently 857. The only expenditures 
at Guam, about $4,000,000, are for 
the purpose of making its harbor 
Safe for naval and particularly 
commercial aircraft. The theory 
is that if the Philippines become 
independent, Guam .will be the 
“grand central station” for airlines 
operating to the Far East and 
Australia. 


Auxiliaries. 


Between the end of the first 
World War and 1938, no auxiliary 
ships were built for the navy. In 
1940, there rose a sudden need for 
large numbers of repair ships, ten- 
ders for destroyers, submarines 
and aircraft, troop transports, car- 
g0, ammunition and hospital ships, 
tankers, ocean tugs, fleet mine 
sweepers and mine layers, net lay- 
ers and anti-aircraft vessels. 

Today there are in service only 
175 of these auxiliaries, while 85 
major auxiliary craft are under 
construction. The navy has pur- 
chased from the Maritime. Com- 
mission 48 commercial ships, in- 
cluding 12 tankers capable of car- 
rying 72,000,000 gallons of oi] at 19 
knots. Out of 14 passenger ships 
acquired for service as transports, 
with a capacity of 28,000 officers 
and men, only two are in service. 
The others are still undergoing 
conversion. The same is true of 45 
over-age 12,000-ton destroyers, 
which are being made over into 
fast transports, mine layers and 
sweepers, tenders and anti-aircraft 
ships. 

Several thousand small harbor 
and seagoing ships will be required 
by the navy for coast defense. Con- 
tracts for 239 had been let by 
March 21; 96 patrol craft and 166 
miscellaneous harbor boats were 
under construction; and 90 others, 
bought from private owners, in- 
cluding 52 trawlers and dredgers, 
were in process of conversion into 
minesweepers. By next month the 
navy plans to have in service 44 
high-speed motor torpedo boats, 
.armed with torpedo tubes, machine 
guns and smoke screen equipment, 
and having a capacity of 60 knots 
or more.

Each 
is to consist ultimately of °14,000 
men and an air wing of 307 operat- 
ing planes. There are also six bat- 
talions of 750 men each, heavily 
armed with artillery and machine 
guns. Their function is the de- 
fense of naval bases. , 

The failure of Congress in 1936 
to finance a proposed five-year 
plan to procure landing equipment 
for the Marine Corps is still exert- 
ing unhappy effects, The Navy has 
purchased transports from the 
merchant marine which some day 
will provide space for large num- 
bers of troops and their equipment. 
Like four over-age destroyers 
which are being turned into high- 


| Speed troop carriers, most of these. 


transports are still in process of 
conversion. A few special power- 
driven landing boats have been de- 
livered, but others for carrying 
tanks and heavy items remain un- 
der construction. On order merely 
are 200 lightly armored amphibian 
tanks to be used on water, marsh 
and land. 

‘For fresh equipment needed, in- 
cluding 72 field guns, 78 tanks and 
aviation materiel, the two marine 
divisions are short in the sum of 
$40,000,000, only now being placed 
on order. The Second Division has 
ample quarters at San Diego, but 
the First Division, stationed on 
the Atlantic Coast, will remain for 
at least a year homeless in the 
continental United States. Quan- 
tico can house only one-third of 
its troops. Last winter the divi- 
sion was sent to Guantanamo, 
Cuba, and held landing practice in 
Puerto Rico and the Panama Ca- 
hal Zone. Contracts have been 
let for a $15,000,000 training area 
of 110 square miles near Wilming- 
ton, N. C. The project can scarce- 
ly be completed before the summer 
of 1942. 

In groups of 5000 a year, marines 
are rotated in policing naval shore 
facilities, To release them for con- 
tinuous war training, Congress has 
been asked to set up an equivalent 
body of civilian constables. With 
a planned expansion to 60,000 and 
then 80,000 officers and men, the 
Marine Corps will be fortunate if 
it does not encounter a deficiency 
of equipment and transports plus 
a critical shortage of © qualified 
junior officers. 


| THE ARMY | 


W HEN the defense effort start- 


ed a year ago, the Regular 

Army consisted of 243,500 of- 
ficers and men. Through federal- 
ization of the National Guard and 
the Selective Service Act, the army 
consists today of 1,324,000 officers 
and men, and is expected easily to 
meet its first objective of 1,418,000 
by the end of June. 

The six divisions of 12 months 
ago—five infantry and one cavalry 
—have grown to 30, including 27 
of infantry, one of cavalry and 
two armored divisions. In process 
of organization are a second cav- 
alry division and two other arm- 
ored divisions. | 

Despite this impressive expan- 
sion, Secretary of War Stimson 
himself announced in a recent ad- 
dress that “At least a year will 
pass before we can have an army 
and air force adequate to meet 
the air and ground forces which 
could be brought against us.” It 
is generally agreed that the army 
as it now stands is only half- 
armed and half-equipped. The 
American soldier is considered 
equal to any in courage and stam- 
ina, and superior to most in 
initiative. But an estimate fre- 


‘|} quently heard is that it would 


take four American soldiers, at 
their present state of training and 
equipment, to meet one German on 
equal terms. 

In two respects, Garand rifles 
and machine guns, the Army is 
far ahead of schedule; in fact, the 
first stage of its program of semi- 
automatic rifles is by now virtual- 
ly complete. Four new machine 
gun plants will be in operation by 
July. But grave misgivings are 
possible as to field artillery, anti- 
aircraft and anti-tank guns, avia- 
tion and tanks. 

For field artillery, it seems prob- 
able that for months or years to 
come the Army will be obliged 
to depend ly on weapons in- 
herited from the first World War.

The largér howitzers, provided 
with motor mounts, are still effec- 
tive weapons. The\75-mm. field 
guns have undergone an expensive 
process, in which their firing 
mechanism was modernized and 
their wooden wheels wer replaced 
with rubber tires. But this famous 
weapon, relied on by the French 
to stop the German armored ad- 
vance, failed utterly at its task, 
and is now regarded as hopelessly 
outmoded. The Army has decided 
to use it as armament for medium 
tanks. Only a. few sample 
vehicles have been thus equipped. 
Before it can be installed on a 
larger scale, the 75 may well be- 
come obsolete against new pro- 
cesses of hardening steel, and par- 
ticularly against cannon of larger 
caliber now being used in armored 
vehicles abroad. 

20-Month Lag. 

In Poland, toward the end of 
1939, the Germans appeared with 
a novel 105-mm. howitzer. Its 
range was less thar. that of the 75, 
but it threw a heavier charge. 
With a high trajectory, it was de- 
signed to fire over obstacles like 
hills and drop projectiles on troops, 
artillery or tanks sheltered behind 
them. 

Not until 20 months later, on 
May 7, 1941, was the army’s first 


|105-mm. howitzer. delivered. In- 


tended to replace the French 75 
as principal field piece and to be 
required by thousands, it will 
not attain a production of 220 a 
month before spring of next year. 
It has a, barrel eight feet long, 
weighs 12,000 pounds and hurls a 
33-pound shell 12,000 yards. 

For reasons mysterious to some 
observers, the Army decided also 
to develop a 155-mm. field gun with 
flat trajectory. The first of these 
was delivered May 15. With a 
weight of 30,000 pounds, it rides 
on eight pneumatic tires and can 
average 30 miles an hour behind a 
tractor. It is expected to reach a 
production of two a week by the 
fall of 1942. At that rate, the pro- 
gram of 400 of these weapons 
would be completed in the sum- 
mer of 1946, 


Anti-Tank Guns. 


The principal anti-tank gun at 
present is a 37-mm. model which 
the Germans released two years 
ago because they had developed a 
better weapon. The Army needs 
at least 6500, but the current out- 
put is only 12 a month. The 37 
is ineffective against heavy tanks, 
will stop a medium tank up to 800 
or 1000 yards, and is deadly 
against light tanks. With vehicles 
constantly growing bigger and 
more heavily armored, the prob- 
lem is whether the 37 will not be 
obsolete before its program of 
manufacture is complete—that is, 
if it is not already so today. 

With light tanks now rolling 
off the assembly line at a rate of 
15 or more a day, difficulties are 
regarded as ended with respect 
They are 
armed with 37-mm. cannoa and 
machine guns. The latter wreak 
havoe against unprotected troops, 
but are unable to penetrate the 
armor even of another light tank. 
Out of five manufacturers with 
contracts for 26-ton medium tanks, 
three have only just finished their 
first models. The new $20,000,000 
Chrysler plant expects to begin 
turning out 10 medium tanks a 
day in August. The Army’s pro- 
gram for this type at present is 
1800 vehicles. The German heavy 
tank is said to weigh 80 tons. The 
first American 60-ton tank is ex-

ARMY PLANES 


N May 12, Maj. Gen. Henry B. 
Arnold, Deputy Chief of Staff 
for Air, announced that the 
country’s output of military planes 
in April was 1427. It is believed 
that 60 per cent were tactical planes 
and 40 per cent trainers. Out of 
every 10, seven were. exported, chief- 
ly to Britain, Gen. Arnold's figure 
is thought to conceal the fact that 
production of heavy bombers is 
lagging, with an output of between 
50 and 60 a month. These power- 
ful ships, in great numbers, are 
held to be of vital necessity to 
both the United States and Great 
Britain. A program enlisting the 
Ford Motor Co, and threesairplane 
manufacturers, with the design of 
increasing the monthly output of 
four-engine bombers to 500 a 
month by the fall of 1942, was an- 
nounced Thursday by William 5S. 
Knudsen, director general of the 
Office of Production Management. 
A year ago, the Army Air Corps 
had 3322 pilots and 1894 cadets in 
training. Today it has almost 
10,000 pilots, a gain of about 6778, 
while 15,000 cadets are under in- 
struction. But during the same 
period its complement of planes 
of all types increased only 1100, 
from 2900 to about 4000.

| SHIP BOARD 


OSSIBLY in two weeks, and 
P certainly within a month, the 

Maritime Commission expects to 
complete the pool of 2,000,000 tons 
of shipping requested by President 
Roosevelt for the national defense 
and British-aid. programs. Thus 
far approximately 1,410,000 tons 
have been assembled, as follows: 
50 tankers, 500,000 tons; 40 inter- 
coastal ships, about 320,000 tons; 
84 foreign Ships, 450,000 tons; four 
freighters delivered to Britain in 
advance of the pool, 40,000 tons, 
and a dozen Government-owned 
vessels lately reconditioned, 100,- 
000 tons. 

This constitutes what is known 
as “irreplaceable shipping”; once 
sunk, it would be lost forever. The 
pool when completed will have ab- 
sorbed nearly one-third of all mer- 
chant tonnage, including inter- 
coastal and Great Lakes shipping, 
which flew the American flag on 
Jan. 1 of this year. The total was 
about 7,000,000 tons. 

Shipping construction this year 
aims at around 700,000 tons for 
the Maritime Commission and 300,- 
000 to 500,000 for private builders. 
That is only half, or just above 


half, of the pool's total. The com- 


mission’s building program is said 
to be slightly ahead of schedule, 
with some December deliveries of

MEMORIAL EXHIBMION 
OF KLEE'S PAINTINGS 


Works» Fanciful and ‘Halber- 
ous, and Carry No 
Message. 


A memorial exhibition of the 
works of Paul Klee, one of the 
most fanciful and humorous paint- 
ers who ever lived, opened yester- 
day at the City Art Museum. 

It is a show to be looked at 
slowly, and with a light heart. 
There is no message here, - no 
philosophy, except perhaps, the 
rather mild assertion that dreams 
and childlike images and the wild 
flights of fancy are worth paint- 
ing just as much as the more 
readily understagdable landscapes 
and houses and nudes. 

Klee died last summer in Swit- 
zerland, at the age of 61, after 
having left Germany—where he 
worked most of his life—at the 
time the Nazis came to power. 

He worked slowly, setting down 
on paper or canvas whatever bit 
of fancy er whimsy happened to 
strike him at the time in what- 
ever way he thought could best be 
expressed. As a result he achieved 
some paintings which resemble the 
work of the surrealists, others 
which have the quality of Indian 
primitives, and many which have 
the fresh and simple appeal of 
children’s paintings. 

Along with his gift for the fan- 
tastic Klee had a remarkable sense 
of color and the best of his paint- 
ings are those in which the two 
talents are successfully combined, 
as in the famous “Twittering Ma- 
chine,” the “Apparatus for the 
Magnetic Treatment of Plants,” the 
“Juggler” and “The Gay Repast.” 

He was also a fine caricaturist, 
as in his portrait of the “Angler” 
and of “Mrs. R. on a Journey to 
the South.” He tackled almost ev- 
ery subject from a fresh angle and 
offered ho apologies for his work. 


LESLIE DANA GOLD MEDAL

UDOLF HESS, christened Wal- 
R ter Richard Rudolf, is an Aus- 
“landsdeutscher, or foreign- 
born German, fitting into the siz- 
able group of foreign-born Nazi 
leaders, who include Hitler’s ideo- 
logical prophet,’ Alfred*Rosenberg, 
his peasant leader, Walter Darre, 
and his leader of the Nazi Foreign 
Organization, Wilhelm Bohle. He 
was born in Alexandria, Egypt, in 
1894, the son of a German merchant 
who had set up business there. He 
went to the English school at Alex- 
andria and was then sent back 
to Europe to study economics, first 
in Switzerland and then in Godes- 
berg on the Rhine. In. 1914, when 
war broke out, he enlisted as a 
volunteer in a Bavarian infantry 
regiment, the same one incidental- 
ly that Hitler belonged to. He rose 
in the ranks, finally becoming & 
Lieutenant, and on one occasion 
he met Corporal Hitler at the 
front, although the spark that was 
to be ignited from their later 
union was at that time absent. In 
the heavy fighting near Verdun, 
Hess was wounded and following 
recovery he was sent to the Ru- 
manian front where he was seri- 
ously wounded by a shot through 
the lung.

One 
prominent German opponent of the 
Nazi regime has insisted repeatedly 
that of the initial blunders of the 
authorities in dealing with the 
Nazis, the decision that placed 
Hitler and Hess together in prison 
was the greatest because it re- 
sulted in the crystallization of Hit- 
ler’s visions into a definite policy 
of action and in the most fateful 
document.of the present age: Mein 
Kampf.

White House, where she is “Tommy” to all members of the 
Roosevelt clan, including each grandchild as soon as he learns 
to talk. It was Ann Eleanor Roosevelt as a youngster who 
first gave her the nickname. 

Since the Roosevelts settled in Washington, Tommy has 
moved among Kings and Queens and Princes, a dignified, 
heavy-set, 48-year-old woman with a sense of humor, who 
dresses with restraint and wears her brown-gray bob brushed 
straight back from her forehead. 

She has sampled the parlor conversation of most of the 
notables of our ‘day, both foreign and domestic. She pours for 
White House at-homes. She is always hovering in the back- 
ground when Mrs. Roosevelt makes radio speeches or lectures. 

Her job is a civil service one listed as “the President's wife’s 
secretary,” which rates $5000 a year, but Mrs. Roosevelt pays 
her extra out of her own pocketbook for doing her personal 
work, which often keeps Tommy at her desk until midnight. 
Under her direction work a corps of 18 typists, clerks and 
messengers.

Flanked by Tommy and Mrs. James M. Helm, Mrs. 
Roosevelt’s social secretary and another of her good 
friends, Mrs. Reosevelt receives women of the press at 
her weekly conferences. It is Tommy who really di- 
rects these meetings, from the vantage point of her 
boss’ elbow.

She enjoys a good joke and, 
like most forthright folk disinclined to tolerate nonsense, is a 
user of one-word expletives. 

Tommy's office is a small, plain one on the second floor of 
the White House, where the family lives, which she keeps at 
such a low temperature in the winter time that less hardy folk 
find the chill uncomfortable. She works directly across the hall 
from her boss, runs in and out of her rooms all day and nearly al- 
ways lunches with her.

When Tommy reports for duty around 9 o'clock, 
she immediately goes to work on Mrs. Roosevelt's mail, 
which is brought directly from the Postoffice to her 
desk. She sorts and, routes about 800 letters daily, 
first removing personal mail which she has learned 
te recognize at a glance. 

Letters containing requests for information or 
assistance are sent to the Government agencies best 
equipped to handle them. Requests for appointments 
with and speeches by Mrs. Roosevelt Tommy discusses 
with Mrs. Roosevelt and then dictates replies to one 
of her own staff. Tommy even opens Mrs. Roosevelt’s 
personal mail, replying te all she can and turning over 
the others to Mrs. Roosevelt, who jots on the letters 
what she wants to say, leaving them to be answered 
in full by her secretary. Mrs. Roosevelt dictates only 
two or three letters personally daily.

TAXICAB pulls up to the curb, the door is opened and there sits 

Bill Powell inside, playing a portable phonograph and singing, “Oh, 

it’s better to be married!” Same old Bill, chipper as ever, and 
you know you're in for another hour and a half of good comedy 
by the team of Powell and Loy. That's “Love Crazy,” at Loew's 
Theater. ; : 

The eternal husband and wife are at the top of their form and 
speed in this new creation, which was written by Wiliam Ludwig, 
Charles Lederer and David Hertz and directed by Jack ‘Conway. Men- 
tion of these humble helpers in the job is important because “Love 
Crazy” is heaped up with pungent new wisecracks and original non- 
sense. Powell and ‘Loy didn’t manufacture them, they, just sell them 
to the customers. But what salesmanship!

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As a pair of skyscraper people celebrating their fourth wedding | 


anniversary, they get into an assortment of jams that rapge from get- 
ing stuck in an elevator, right on. past insulting Bill's mother-in-law 
to such wacky stunts as tossing silk hats in a swimming pool and 
Bill impersonating a maiden lady, wig, earrings, lip rouge and all. 
“Love Crazy” is all about a misunderstanding between two love- 


birds. Myrna thinks Bill has resumed an old friendship with Gail 


Patrick, who, in truth, looks high-powered enough to take Bill away, 
and so she sets out to get a divorce. And Bill, in order to have a little 
time to smooth things over, pretends to be insane. And they send 
him to an asylum and he has to get out. 

It’s the booby-cage part of “Love Crazy” that perhaps isn’t so 
funny. Maybe because schizophrenia isn’t as sidesplitting: as it once 
was. It’s been a long time since fashionable ladies and gentlemen of 
London used to go out to Bedlam on Sunday afternoon for a laugh 
at the lunatics. Scientists are genuinely concerned with the. number 
of mental aberrations these days and with insane people in some of the 
biggest jobs in the world, it isn’t exactly a laughing matter. 

The second half of Loew’s program, “Rage in Heaven,” is about real 
insanity and it’s entirely straight-face stuff. .As Philip Monrell, mem- 
ber of one of England's Rolls-Royce families, Robert Montgomery is 
a fellow who has undoubted mental ailment. Apparently Mr. Montgom- 


ery likes to play this type of role. In “Night Must Fall,” he was a 


blood-stained bellhop who liked to bump off old ladies; in “The Eari of 
Chicago,” a primitive-brained gangster in a position of power. For 
“Rage in Heaven,” he takes a big swig of paranoia. 

This particular kind of craziness, the doctors say, is of four types— 
persecutory, ambitious, amatory and litigious—and Robert seems to be 
having a little of this and a little of that. He thinks he is being perse- 
cuted, suspects his wife and best friend of being in love, plans a neat 
way of getting rid of the friend, a legal murder. But whether he gets 
away with it or not—well, that would be telling, wouldn’t it? 

Since he has become something of a specialist in this type of role, 
Montgomery gives @ very skilled performance, one altogether too cred- 
ible. He necessarily dominates the picture. 

Monrell’s wife, or Montgomery's wife, is Ingrid Bergman, the bright- 
eyed Swedish actress about whom reviewers like to say such nice 
things. Without ascribing to her any of the eternal qualities of a Duse 
or Bernhardt on this appearance, it still is possible to remark about her 
intelligent face, her responsive manner, her superb poise. 

George Sanders, playing best friend, has a role far less than his 
abilities but puts forth a very satisfactory effort. A great joy is Oscar 
Homolka, as head of an asylum in Paris. 

W. S: Van Dyke I, whe in times past has directed Powell and 
Loy in “The Thin Man,” “After the Thin Man” and “Another Thin 
Man,” had charge of “Rage in Heaven” and demonstrates that he can 
give us either hearty laughter or throat-drying drama, at will. The 
story itself is James Hilton's. :

@ year’s run by five nights six 
years ago. 

Since the emphasis, for the mo- 
ment, is on statistics, here are a 
few data from the records of 
Broadway musicals of the past 20 
years: “Irene” ran 670 perform- 
ances; “The Student Prince,” 608; 
“Blossom Time,” 592; “Show Boat,” 
572; “Sally,” 570; “Good News,” 
551; “Blackbirds,” 518; “Sunny,” 
517; “Vagabond King,” 511; “New 
ceaee. 509, and “Shuffle Along,” 

In the last year 70 shows, 16 of 
them musicals, have reached 
Broadway. Four of the musicals 
survive: “Pal Joey,” “Lady in the 
Dark,” “It Happens on Ice” (sec- 
ond edition) and “Panama Hattie.” 

The sparkling virtues of “Louisi- 
ana Purchase” were submitted to 
the public gaze and ear on the 
evening of a day when the cables, 
radio and telephone were speeding 
the intelligence that King Leopold 
had ordered the Belgian army to 
quit; the British and French allies 
were being forced back in attacks 
along the Somme.

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MANY SCENE SPOT 
IN TENNESSEE 


National Park, Dams and 
Ante-Bellum Homes Attract 
Visitors. 


Summer vacationers who - want 
mountains, national parks and his- 
toric monuments near home will 
find them in Tennessee. Here are 
trees, wild flowers of every type, 
and scenery from rugged moun- 
tains to romantic cotton fields. 

The State naturally falls into 
three grand divisions and these 
three are laced together by 30,000 
miles of stream. and rivers. 

East Tennesse has the highest 
mountains east of the Rockies. The 
Great Smoky Mountains tower 
more than 6000 feet and are in- 
cluded in the Great Smoky Moun- 
tains National Park of 440,000 
acres, the only virgin forests in 
Eastern America, 29 peaks more 
than a mile high and 600 miles of 


clear, swift trout streams. Roan 


Mountain, 6000 feet high, is topped 
by the large and profuse purple 
rhododendron gardens. 


In East Tennessee, too, is the. 


great 1,200,000 acre Cherokee Na- 
tional Forest, stretching through 
the mountains from the Virginia 


line to the Georgia 

dotted with delightful camping 
sites which accommodated more 
than 250,000: persons last year. The 
Norris and Chickamauga Lakes, 
each covering more than 30,000 
acres are units of the great TVA 
development. More than 1,000,000 
tourists visited Norris Lake last 
year to fish, swim and sail. 

The Chattanooga area with its 
famous: Civil War battlefields, 
marked in detail and the views 
from Lookout Mountain, Mission- 
ary Ridge are also attractive.

SMOKY MOUNTAINS PARK HAS 
MANY VARIETIES OF TREES: 


Primeval forests and varied wild 
flowers hold the center of interest 
for most. visitors to the Great 
Smoky’ Mountains. National Park. 
The forests are interesting because 
of the great variety of trees and 
the. unusually large tracts that re- 
main in ‘their undisturbed prime- 
val condition, 

Half of the 436,000 acres in the 
park still have their virgin forest 
cover. Most of this is composed 
of mixed Southern hardwoods, but 
the higher peaks and ridges in the 
northeastern half of the park are 


the North woods, It is said that 
the Great Smokies contain the na- 
tion’s largest and finest virgin 
hardwood forest and the largest 
virgth forest of red spruce. 

The great variety of trees was 
first pointed out by a professor of 
botany at the University of Ten- 
nesee, who listed 147 species in 
the park, as contrasted with 85 in 
continental Europe. 

Some of the park trees often 
reach from five to seven feet in 
diameter. Although this is small 
in comparison with the Western 
redwoods and sequoias, it is large 
for the species growing in the 
East. Largest trees in these moun- 
tains are the tulips or yellow pop- 
lars. Hemilocks, buckeyes, maples, 
basswood, oaks and cherry follow 
closely in order, 

The best place to gee the big 
trees of the Smokies is along the 
trails. The Ramsey Falls trail

ellowstone, Yosemite, -Giacier, 
Sequoia are names that conjure 
up roaring geysers, towering 
peaks, glittering ice fields and big 
trees. ‘Wind: Cave, Rocky Moun- 
tain, Grand Teton and Lassen are 
less known but not less untsual 
and breath-taking. 


Yellowstone National Park, 
called “mother of rivers,” is one 
of the high scenic spots on the 
continent. In this light air 100 
geysers send up towering plumes 
more | 
than 4000 hot springs rise to the 
surface and have created in’ many 
cases. fantastically beautiful for- 
mations. The canyon of the Yel- 
lowstone River is one of the un- 
usual sights in the park and 25 
of the mountain peaks rank 
among the highest in the United 
States. Abundant rainfall has 
clothed the.slopes in pine woods 
and tumbling trout streams offer 
some of the finest fishing found 
anywhere. 

Wildlife is abundant in the park. 
Families of waddling black bears 
that eat everything from peanuts 
to grapefruit rind, are. most popu- 
lar among park inhabitants. 
Moose, elk, beaver, marmot and 
the wary mountain sheep may be 


While park regulations forbid 
hunting these animals with fire- 
arms, camera enthusiasts are en- 
couraged to bring along their gear 
for good “shots.” 

“Wild flowers bloom in profasion 
along the trails and in Aipine

Waterfalls in Yosemite. 

This is to be a big waterfall 
year in Yosemite if the record 
depth of snowfall during the past 
winter is any indication. Yosemite 
Valley already is alive with sounds 
of ‘falling water, some tumbling 
from a height of 600 to 1400 feet. 

Cascade Fall is the first water- 
fall to be seen by visitors to the 
park. It lies. mid way betwen 
Arch Rock Ranger station and 
the entrance to the. valley. For 
a distance of about 500 feet Cas- 
cade cuts an irregular course down 
the cliffside, its waters formed 
by the confluence of two streams. 
. Bridal Veil, best known for its 
cloud of mist and its irridescent 
rainbows, pours over the great 


feet at the very gates of Yosemite 
Valley. Ribbon Fall is a slender 
column of-.water, almost hidden 
in the shadow of El Capitan, one 
of the most majestic and best 
known domes in the park. This 
fall, which drops from a height of 
1600 feet, is least known to park 
visitors because it flows only in 
the spring.

Grove of Big Trees. 

The Big Trees of California, one 
of the. natural wonders of the 
world, attract many visitors. each 
summer. The most famous of the 


Big Trees is the ‘General Grant, 


whose size is difficult to visualize. 
It is 267 feet high and has a diam- 
eter of 40 feet at the base. 

The Big Trees are the great-at- 
traction of General. Grant Park, 
although mountain scenery and 
fishing are added allurements. 
These trees, the sequoia gigantea, 
are. sometimes confused with the 
redwoods, sequoia sempervirens or 
smaller sequoia, found only in:the 
coast range of California and Ore- 
gon, : While the gigantea ap- 
Proaches 40 feet in diameter, the 
sempervirens rarely exceed 20 feet. 
The foliage is distinct and the 
bark of the Big Trees isa rich red 
color. The most. distinctive char- 


acteristic is that the Big Trees re- 


produce only from seed while the 
when cut down sprout 
from the stump, 

The section in which the Big 
Trees grow is one of the most lux- 
uriant on the. West coast. The. soil 
represents a rich accumulation of 
more than a thousand years, wa- 
tered by the snows that cloak the 
peaks and warmed by mild ocean 
winds. Not only.are there millions 
of giant trees in this locality, but 
the shrubs and. wild flowers attain 
maximum developments. 

Zion and Bryce:in Utah were set 
aside because of unusual coloration 
and natural formations. The sand- 
stone cliffs which ‘rise sheer to 
form the canyon walls of Zion and 
encircle the valley are awesome, 
but it is the coloring which is most 
amazing. The. deep red of Ver- 
million Cliffs is the prevailing tint. 
Two-thirds of the way up these 
walls and temples are painted vary- 
ing shades of red, Above the red

1881 by a Black Hills pidneer who, 
while hunting a deer, was attracted 
by a strong whistling sound com- 
ing from the underbrush.

* The formations in the cave dif- 
fer radically from those found in 
most caverns and. stalactite and 
stalagmites are practically non- 
existent. They are of the unusval 
boxwork and frostwork type. The 
boxwork is composed of delicately 
colored crystals arranged in hon- 
eycomb pattern. Tiny white crys- 
tals, sometimes superimposed on a 
pink background, hang in clusters 
from ceilings and ledges to form 
a frostwork of decorative beauty. 
The cave is approximately 10 miles 
in extent but has not been fully 
explored. 

The boxwork formations are the 
restilt of numerous ‘uplifts and sub- 
mergences occurring during the 
formative period of the earth’s 
surface. . 

Limestone subjected to several 
such. periods becomes fractured or 
broken,, Cracks develop at ail 
angles and ih al] directions.

It is absolutely unnecessary 
for a tourist entering Canada 
to pay a fee for an automobile 
entry permit or its extension, 
The tourist may drive his au- 
tomobile under his state license 
for a generous period in every 
province in Canada. 

The admission of rifles, guns 
and fishing tackle through cus- 
toms does not carry with it 
the right to hunt or fish. Sports- 
men should acquaint themselves 
with regulations regarding 
licenses and the carrying of 
firearms in the province in 
which they. intend to visit.

BAIT RODS AND BASS PLUGS 
FOR TROUT IN GLACIER PARK 


Trout fishermen who have 
toiled through brush and mus 
keg, searching for fingerling trout 
in Eastern waters! will find Mon- 


tana’s Glacier National Park en 
answer to the angler’s prayer, ac- 
cording to Robert Page Lincoln, 
well-known writer. 

Places where the trails touch 
the many streams in the park are 
the es most carefully fished.

Good Fishing. 

. Here are to .be found the best 
fresh water and deep-sea fishing, 
golf courses that are amongst the 
finest -on the continent, scenery 
that is without doubt among the 
best to be seen in Eastern Canada, 
and two of the best-appointed sum- 
mer resort hotels this side of aed 
Atiantic. 

Saint Andrews-by-the-Sea once a 
quiet fishing village on Passama- 
quoddy Bay, is now a thriving re- 
sort spot. Passamaquoddy Bay

n. Here at the western end-is 
Digby. To the east, farther up the 
valley, are Bear River and Annap- 
olis Royal, each famous for spring 
*~-‘ivals, the one celebrating its 


leading crop with a cherry carni- 


val, while the other symbolizes the 
“Valley’s” chief product with the 
Annapolis Royal Apple Blossom 
Festival, June 6-9. 

These festivals annually attract 
many visitors. .Like May-day cel- 
ebrations in England, they are tra- 
ditional events observed with all 
the natural charm usual to such 
rural fetes. 

Besides the Apple Blossom Fes- 
tival, Annapolis Royal is famous 
as the site of the first permanent 
European settlement in Canada, 


the town of Port Roval, established: 


by Champlain in the first decade 
of the seventeenth century. Today 
there is a national park at Fort 
Anne, where a well stocked mu- 
seum calls to mind the early days 
of French settlement and explora- 
tion in Canada. Annapolis Royal 
is also known as the place where 
the first social club in Canada was 
organized. This was the “Order of 
Good Cheer,” 
plain and de Poutrincourt to keep 
up.the spirits of their followers 
during a long and otherwise cheer- 
less first winter in the settlement. 
A maritime tour includes inevit- 
ably a visit to Grand Pre, where 
a beautiful little park has been 
laid out and a chapel erected on 
the site of the farmland where 
Evangeline, heroine of Longfel- 
low’s well-known poem, once dwelt. 
Here also can be seen a -replica 
of the ancient well, faithful and 
realistic in detail. It is widely 
known as “E:vangeline’s Well.” 
Grand Pre might well be called 
“Beau Pre.” Rich meadowland, 
dykeland really, stretches far into 
the distance, further than the eye 
Can see, ending only on the shore 
of Minas Basin where Cape Blom- 
idon, a bluff sentinel, guards the 
steamer route to Kingsport. A

Popularity of Wisconsin fishing 
waters among non-resident anglers 
ig indicated by the steady increase 
in the number of non-resident fish- 
ing licenses issued. Between 1935 
and 1940, according to H. ‘W. Mac- 
Kenzie, Director of Conservation, 
sales of. non-resident fishing 1li- 
censes in Wisconsin increased 
‘More than 100 -per cent. During 
the same period of time, fish 
hatchery capacity has been greatly 
increased and extensive lake and 
stream improvement work has 
been carried on. 

In diversification of fish and 
fishing waters, there is a wide 
range of appeal. Trout are to be 


found in 51 of the State's 71 doun- 


ties, black bass and wall-eyed pike 
are caught in all counties, muskel- 


Forests Increased, 
Wisconsin again iereased its 
scenic State forest lands this 
month when the Conservation De- 
partment took possession of 19,000 
forest acres at the junction of the 
north and south forks of the Fiam- 


| beau River some 20 miles north- 


east of Ladysmith. 

The Flambeau River, a three- 
mile reach of which is already in- 
cluded in the original 3000-acre 
State forest of the same name, 
has long been famous as one of 
Wisconsin's most scenic northland 
rivers. No roads enter the region, 
which is largely covered with ‘vir- 
gin hardwood timber. Campers 
must carry in their equipment, or 
float down the river. So untouched 
is this region that the river water 
may safely be used for drinking. 

The new 19,000-acre unit, ac- 
quired this spring by purchase, in- 
cludes some 10 miles of river front- 
age, with the Conservation De- 
partment holding all water rights. 
This is assurance that the. river 
will be kept free of all commercial 
development,.and the region will 
remain an untouched wildwood 
haven, Wherever necessary, new 
trees will be planted,

Custer State Park comprised 100,- 
000 acres of the Black Hills area. 
A large part of the park is fenced 
to keep within its confines the 
elk, deer, Rocky Mountain sheep 
and goats. A large herd of buf- 
falo has been imported and wan- 
ders at will through the park. Har- 
ney Peak, the highest mountain 
east of the Rockies, is also within 
the park. It looks down on 
the “Needles” and “Cathedral 
Spires,” masses of weathered and 
tilted strata not unlike the 
names. At the base of the moun- 
tain and still more than a mile 
above sea level lies Sylvan Lake. 

Sculptured Monument. 

The Mount Rushmore National 
Monument is said to be the most 
impressive task of sculpture ever 
executed by man. The features 
of four great American presi- 
dents being carved on the face 
of the mountain are distinguish- 
able at 18 miles. The head of 
“Washington is 60: feet from hair 
line to chin and the nose of Lin- 
coln is longer than the entire face. 
of the Egyptian Sphinx. The fea- 
tures are scaled to the propor- 
tions of men 465 feet tall. Hach 
symbolizes a period in the na- 
tion’s progress and development. 
A scenic highway leads to and 
around the memorial and includes 
panoramic view: of mountains and 
valleys, “pigtail” bridges, one-way 
lanes through birch and pine 
woods, and tunnels through rock, 
some of ‘which frame the figures 
on Mount Rushmore. 

Thousands of tons of granite 
still are being blasted away. This

These are serapes, 
the blanket coat of Mexican men, 
made of pure wool, hand sheared, 
carded, coloured and woven in 
small homes, are sure to draw the 
eye. Rainbow pastels in the soft 


colors representing the personality 
of the weaver are choice items. 


Fiesta Every Day. 

Since each Mexican village an- 
nually honors its patron saint with 
festivities and since there are as 
many saints as there are days in 
the year, some place in Mexico 
it’s always fiesta time. Fireworks, 
dances, bull-fights, rodeos, a gay 
market, carrousels, and magic fire- 


‘eaters, churches brightly decorated 


with white and blue tissue paper, 
the impressive ritual of the Cath- 
olic church performed by dark- 
skinned Indians, these are the con- 
glomerate elements that fuse into 
that typical and unforgettable phe- 
nomenon, the Mexican fiesta. 

A fiesta is really a big commun- 
ity party in which the whole vil- 
large participates with a complete 
lack of social distinctions. For- 
eigners who come to observe are 
welcomed into the festivities by 
the hospitable Indians, and soon 
made to feel part. of the family.

MEXICO AND SOUTH AMERICA

TRAFFIC TIPS FOR TOURISTS 
IN MEXICO SIMPLIFY DRIVING 


Driving a car in Mexico City 
presents no special problem for the 
average American motorist, but he 
will find entirely new traffic cus- 
toms. 

Many, if not the majority of the 
streets permit only one-way traffic. 
Left turns are not allowed on 
Avenida Juarez or the Paseo de la 
Reforma, Mexico’s Champs Elysees. 
Right of way is given to all vehicles 
carrying merchandise or supplies 
be it.only a newsboy on a bicycle 
At night” Mexicans turn on thei 
dimmers. If you are not aware o2 
this Old Mexican custom you will 
be politely notified by passing mo- 
torists, or by having oncoming 
traffic shine their brightest fog- 
lamps at your windshield. Mexi- 
cans explain that normal driving 
lights are hard on one’s eyes. 

Mexicans do not drive fast, but 
their recklessness would put any 
Paris taxicab driver to shame. Cars 
closely 
even in places where traffic is Hét 
dense. Arm signals are practically 
unknown. Right turns are often 
made from the middle of the street 
and left turns vice versa. 

Parked cars must not be left 
with emergency brakes set. This 
custom is backed up by city ordi- 
mance. Parking is governed by lib- 
eral regulations. On most wide 
streets you are permitted to park 
parallel] to the curb as well as diag- 
onally, while many thoroughfares 
even allow parking in the middle 
of the street.
